The same number of squirrels, gray, 
black, or fox, are permitted during 
the

Red squirrels are safe game for the 
hunter at any time during the year 
except October with no bag limits. 
Those who hunt tho hares, or 
snowshoe rabbits, can get two a day, 
or six for the season between D e­ 
cember 19 and January 2. Individ­ 
ual hunters, or parties of hunter.', 
may get five raccoons per day or 35 
per season from November I through 
February I And any licensed hunter 
may shoot five woodchucks each and 
every' day from July I through Sep ­ 
tember 30. Grackles are protected 
during October only, when no shoot­ 
ing is allowed. 
Other Game Rules 
Any licensed individual is perm it­ 
ted to shoot one bear over a year 
old between November 14 and 19. 
Hunters traveling in parties of thrre 
or more can kill two bears per party 
during the same period. 
As usual the bag for deer is one 
per customer any time between No­ 
vember 20 and December IO If an 
antlered deer is shot, however, a doe 
cannot be shot. The limit is one deer 
and the commission doesn t differ­ 
entiate by sex. However male deer 
may be shot from 
November 28 
through December 9. and the female, 
non-antlered deer can be shot on 
December IO only. 
Skunks, mink, otter and muskrats 
are unlimited, but have definite .sea­ 
sons. Skunks are fair game between 
November IO and February I, mink 
and otter from November IO through 
December IO and muskrats—to be 
caught by trap only, from January 
I through February I Beaver, to be 
caught by trap only with a number 
of regulations about where the traps 
can be put. may be sought between 
February 15 and March I, with a 
limit of two to the trapper.

A leading Ku Kluxer here said 
the 
board 
of

probably 
would meet next week to name a 
successor to the rasp-voiced little j 
man who breathed a spirit of re- j 
sureency into the ‘invisible empire.” , 
Though Dr. Green had been a 
Klansman for 31 years, his family 
asked that the fact be omitted from 
his obituary. 
At the time of his death. Dr. 
Green’s {Mission for preaching “white 
supremacy” had made him a target j 
for aroused newspaper editors and 
public officials. 
Claimed "Persecution" 
They feared the Klan might ride j 
to power again on prejudice, as it 
did in the decade of the 1920 s, and 
become once more a powerful poll- j 
tical factor in the south. 
Angrily and bitterly. Dr. Green 
declared he was being “persecuted.” j 
As a pattern of violence spread J 
over the south in which masked j 
men figured in cross burnings, beat­ 
ings and threats. Dr. Green relied 
i 
more and more upon a stock denial. 
All these acts he ascribed with­ 
out fail to "Bolshevik" groups over 
which he had no control. 
He promised that any Klansman 
found guilty of violating the law 
would be banished To offset grow­ 
ing public indignation, he ordered 
the Klan unmasked Just IO days 
prior to his death. 
Simultaneous!^ with the unmask­ 
ing order he revoked Hie charters 
of three Kiaverns near Chattanooga, 
Temi. 
His action in this case came only 
after the Blue Hills of Georgia and 
Tennessee had seen the beating of 
22 individuals, mostly by masked 
bands. 
Called Subversive 
Tile blow that hurt Gieen the 
mos*. however, was the declaration 
by U. S. Attorney General Tom 
dark that the Klan was subversive. 
Green had always maintained that 
part of the Klan oath was to up­ 
hold the constitution, 
To prove his pitriotLsm, Green 
often pointed to a letter of com­ 
mendation signed by the late Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt thanking him for 
serving on

Selective 
tjervice 
board 
Time and again he denied that 
the Klan was a "hate" group He 
argued that it was needed to fight 
Communism and "keep negroes in 
their place."

Here’s Your Tachometer 
To those who have been inquiring 
regarding the possibility of install­ 
ing a tachom eter to count the num ­ 
ber of engine revolutions per m in ­ 
ute, I ain glad to be able to pass 
along the specific inform ation that 
a good tachom eter costs approx­ 
imately $18. It is necessary to pur­ 
chase a cable-casing at $3.50 and an 
adapter at $15. Installation charges 
would be extra. 
If you have been one of many 
who wonder where the tachometer 
is hooked up I can also report that 
the usual take-ofl is at the distribu­ 
tor shaft. Probably nothing gives a 
better idea of the advantages of 
overdrive th a n to see by means of 
a tachom eter just how the engine 
slow s down in prop adion to car 
speed.

There is a bad cylinder head gasket,

There may also be a cracked 
head or valve seat. Check carefully 
when you take a head off. 
Q. Is it safe to use oil in the cool- 
; ing system to check water pump 
; squealing?—G. H. D. 
A. Yes, if the oil is the emulsifying 
' type used as rust inhibitor. It will 


J help to keep the cooling system in 
better condition. 
Q My speedometer is quite noisy 
but when I took out the cable I 
couldn't see any kink in it. So I am 
using the old cable. Do you think 
that the drive gear in the trans­ 
mission causes this?—Wm. K. 
A. Often a cable can be kinked 
I without this being visible. The only 
way to be sure is to lay the cable 
| on a table or level floor and roll it.

time was getting late. He recited

“Consideration by the parents and 
the respect of the children for the 
teacher have declined through the 
years,"

Many times in his early days of 
teaching he was invited into the stu­ 
dents' /lornes where he was treated 
to a big meal and urged to stay 
overnight. A teacher then had al­ 
most complete authority to carry out 
the function of teaching. 
‘ Today there is a much greater 
degree of supervision and a highly 
specialized technique 
of teaching 


brought about by consolidation,’’ said 
Mr. Bushey. 
Mr. Bushey, throughout his many 
years as teacher, was absent on sick 
leave only one day. At another time 
he was away from school two weeks j 
when he injured his leg. Often ask­ 
ed whether he remembers punishing 
certain children his answer is usu­ 
ally, “No." 
About his teaching Mr. Bushey 
said, “I like children and have al­ 
ways enjoyed teaching them.
